Grad secession rejected

Students’ Society Council dc- 
= feated a motion to grant post-gradu- 
|atc students autonomy at last 
<g Tuesday’s council meeting. 

BolhStudcnts’ Society of McGill 
University (SSMU) and Post- 
Graduate Students’ Society 
(PGSS) were concerned with 
changes in the fee structure of 
SSMU, should graduate students 
pull out. SSMU President Dan Tcn- 
nenbaum said undergraduates 



would have to compensate for the 
loss of graduate student money, by 
paying up to an additional S 10 each. 

Lee Iverson, Graduate represen- 
tative to council, said SSMU was 
dominated by undergraduate con- 
cerns. “SSMU docs not adequately 
serve us, and has never adequately 
served us.” 

Graduate rep. Lynne Wallcnius 
said “Graduate students don’t even 
know they belong (to SSMU) until 
someone shows them the extra 
fee.” PGSS proposed paying a 



lump sum to SSMU to enable 
graduate students to use some 
SSMU services without being 
members. 

Undergraduate councillors re- 
jected the idea because there would 
be no simple way of determining il 
graduate students were using 
SSMU services they hadn’t paid 
for. “Arc we going to start checking 
people at the door?" said Tcnncn- 
baum. 

Chris Alexander, SSMU V.P. 
External, said, “We know Grad 
students benefit from these serv- 
ices. They should have some kind

Concordia ends Carling boycott

Concordia University Student’s 
Association (CUSA) has ended its 
boycott of O’Keefe products fol- 
lowing a council vote to accept the 
brewery’s apology for racist com- 
ments made by a company em- 
ployee on that campus last year. 

“Wc’recallingitoff,”saidCUSA 
Co-President Maxine Clarke, 
“we’re not going to get much fur- 
ther with O’Keefe". 



CUSA was originally boycotting 
the brewery for its tics with South 
African corporations, but die ban 
was under review because O’Keefe 
announced its holdings had been 
sold to an Australian company and 
was no longer a subsidiary of Roth- 
man-Pall Mall of America. How- 
ever they decided to maintain it 
when the racial slur was made. 

Student’s Society of McGill 
called off the Carling boycott last 
fall when Carling’s new owners 



were found to be free of South 
African ties. 

CUSA continued the boycott, ac- 
cording to Clarke, because an 
0 ’Keefe sales representative was at 
Reggie’s Pub picking up beer last 
January when, in a conversation 
with a pub worker, he referred to 
Clarke and Co-President Robert 
Douglas as “niggers." 

"We gave O’Keefe two choices,” 
said Clarke, “cither the person be 
fired or they (O’Keefe) send us a 
letter of apology." 

McGill’s Students' Society, in 
response to a request made by the 
Southern Africa Committee at a 
council meeting in October, sent a 
letter to O’Keefe supporting CUSA 
boycott. 

CUSA finally received an apol- 
ogy in December. “We spent a lot 
of lime meeting with O’Keefe. It 
was a long process and it shouldn’t 
have been," said Clarke. 

Andre Pilon, O’Keefe’s Vice- 
President of Public Affairs, said 



that "we didn’t find out about the 
issue until late August, and then we 
only received notice over the tele- 
phone from a third party (Concor- 
dia student ncwspapcrTTic Link)." 

"We couldn’t fire a man who 
otherwise has a good record, but we 
did discipline him and he is not on 
campuses anymore," he said. But 
his apologies are not entirely con- 
vincing. "It was not a public stand," 
he said, “just a private conversation 
between two people in a back 
room." 

The tone of the letter doesn’t 
please Clarke, cither. "It’s an eva- 
sive public relations letter," she 
said. The letter docs not mention 
cither the specific remark or the 
representative’s name. 

In a January 12 article in The Link 
Robert Douglas is quoted as saying: 
"the worst thing about this whole 
ordeal was that the company’s 
lawyer actually made racist stere- 
otype statements when discussing a 
racist issue — he was saying tilings 



like: ‘in Québec, nigger has a dif- 
ferent meaning to Québeccrs be- 
cause the word is a new phenome- 
non’.’’ 

In a September Link article, 
O’Keefe lawyer Normand Zadra 
defended the comment, saying, 
“fora francophone Québeccr, when 
you talk about a black as a nigger, 
there is not the same context you 
have with anglo-saxons.” 

Asked whether any changes had 
been made in O’Keefe’s training 
program as a result of this incident 
Pilon responded: “I guess not. 

Only those incidents would make 
sales representatives more careful 
these days. Campuses arc a real 
challenge," he added, “they’re 
more diversified and more edu- 
cated.” 

McGill and Concordia arc both 
selling O’Keefe products again, but 
Concordia is maintaining a ban on 
Miller beer, brewed in Canada by 
O’Keefe, because it’s American 
brewer still has South African tics. 



of representation on this council.” 
Law Senator Sahir Guindi said, 
“PGSS is autonomous already. 
SSMU only exists as a supplemen- 
tary organization." 

“Once you start to have two 
voices for all students then you face 
the government with two positions, 
and that looks like dissention," said 
Tcnncnbaum, expressing concerns 
that McGill students influence with 
the province would weaken as a 
result of secession. 

Science representative, Jennifer 
Fraser said, “This opens the door to 
other groups leaving.” 

Graduate reps will introduce the 
secession motion at a Special Gen- 
eral Assembly this semester. If it is 
defeated, PGSS will take its case to 
McGill Senate. 

According to André Couture, 
PGSS president, “Senate put us in 
SSMU 27 years ago and they can 
take us out again." 

In other council business, 
External Affairs Committee an- 
nounced a meeting dealing with 
underfunding, loans and bursaries 
and tuition fee increases to be held 
January 13th. 
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f w McGill 9 s academic Senate recently passed a motion banning smoking in all rooms 
shared between smokers and non-smokers, with the exception of private offices where 
ventilation is adequate . This means that not only classrooms, libraries, conference 
rooms, elevators and so on, but also corridors, lobbies and washrooms will be no-smoking 
areas . There may also be plans to ban smoking from even private offices. 

Several Daily editors took it upon themselves to present two sides of the story on McGilTs

The Administration’s attempts to ban cigarette smoking in all McGill Buildings 
is nothing but a public-relations smokescreen designed to divert attention from the 
serious health hazards students and staff face on campus. 

The most recent — and most draconian — proposal comes from the Senate Central 
Committee on Safety. While it is commendable that the University should express 
concern over environmental hazards in the workplace, there are considerably more 
productive measures which could be taken. 

Banning smoking is an easy step for the University to take. Not only does it not 
cost them a penny, but cigarette smoke is the only visible pollutant in most office 
buildings. It’s also the path of least resistance. Professors will still be allowed to 
smoke in their offices, it’s the students who will be standing outdoors in the middle 
of winter. 

The attention on smoking conveniently diverts attention from the fact that McG ill 
buildings arc for the most part poorly ventilated, and no measures are being taken 
to protect students and staff from more harmful emissions — particularly from 



photocopiers. 

According to a 1984 survey of pollutants in 300 buildings, conducted by the 
American National Institute of Occupational Safety and Health, 48.3 per cent of 
indoor pollution is caused by inadequate ventilation (air conditioners, heating and 
humidity control), 17.7 per cent is caused by inside contamination (formaldahydc, 
photocopy toner, cleaning supplies and carpets) and 10.3 per cent is caused by 
outside contaminants (re-entry of building exhaust, automobile exhaust and poor 
filtration of outside air). Tobacco smoke was found to be the major pollutant in only 
two per cent of the buildings examined. A 1985 Health and Welfare Canada survey 
corroborated these findings. 

Smokers are easy scapegoats, because they’re the most visible. Environmental 
concerns are quite valid, but when the arguments and statistics are used selectively, 
one must question the motive. If the money invested in non-smoking campaigns was 
used to address more serious environmental issues — like automobile emissions, 
acid rain and garbage incineration, then we might be able to make significant strides 
towards a healthier, cleaner environment 

Granted, there are some obnoxious smokers who show no consideration for the 
comfort of others. B ut there are equally obnoxious non-smokers. The health hazards 
of second-hand smoke have been shown to be negibile in the context of general 
pollutants. The debate then becomes one of the personal comfort of non-smokers 
versus the personal comfort of smokers. These should be seen as having equivalent 
status. U’s a simple question of the mutually incompatible but fundamentally equal 
rights of two individuals. Compromise is always possible, but for the University to 
legislate strictly in the favour of one party is, in the long run, irresponsible.

Smoking in the workplace has long been a contentious issue for smokers and non- 
smokers alike. McGill has taken a positive position in the battle by introducing 
legislation to ban smoking in any campus areas shared with non-smokers. 

Smokers have many arguments as to why such legislation is unfair. Freedom of 
choice is one of them. But the freedom to choose smoking does not entail the 
freedom to make others uncomfortable. It docs not entail the freedom to envelope 
a room in smoke, to add smoke to the food of people, nearby, to blow smoke in 
people’s faces, or to saturate people’s clothing with smoke. Smoking in public 
entails all these things. Freedom entails responsibility. Non-smokers have made a 
choice to be responsible to themselves and to those around them by not adding to 
an already polluted atmosphere. 

Tobacco companies and smokers will gladly tell you that second-hand smoke is 
not as great a hazard to the health of non-smokers as other environmental hazards. 
Presumably, it is not as great a health hazard as swallowing a bottle of Drano, but 
nobody does that on a regular basis. Any health hazard is just that — a danger to 
health, and removing any danger can only be a good thing. Non-smokers take the 
responsibility to remain as healthy as possible. Why should smokers deny them that 
right? 

As non-smoking sections used to be set aside, now smoking sections will be set 
aside where they arc not banned. This will help to ensure that those who choose to 
can destroy themselves, while those who know better and see through tobacconist 
propaganda can get on with their lives.

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Senate holds ceiling on returning residents 



by the Senate News-Hounds:

At the last Senate meeting of 
1987, the University decided not to 
impose further restrictions on the 
numbers of students returning to 
residence next year. 

This reverses a highly conten- 
tious policy enacted last February 
which would have reduced the 
number of returning students by 
five per cent annually over a three 
year period, eventually reaching a 
low of 10 per cent. 

VP Academic Samuel Freed- 
man said further reductions were 
unnecessary: “According to last 
year’s figures, we were able to ac- 



comodate almost all students who 
wanted to return to residence." 

Currently, McGill limits return- 
ing residents to 20 per cent per 
residence and 25 per cent overall. 
The policy was enacted, according 
the Medicine Senator Isis Dove- 
Edwin, because “McGill was afraid 
they were losing new students be- 
cause they couldn’t guarantee a 
place in residence." 

Dean of Students Irwin Gopnik 
supported the freeze, but said, “We 
don’t want this move to be inter- 
preted as an casing of the student 
housing crisis. We simply can’t do 
it all through the residences.” 

Several Senators expressed con- 
cern over the social impact of re- 
ducing the number of returning 
residents. “The level of maturity in 



. residences was going down," said 
Senator Bcaumicr. 

Director of Residences Flo Tracy 
also said the problem with limiting 
the returning population, “is that 
we would not have a critical mass 
from which to draw tomorrow’s 
student leaders." Her report says “it 
is only in the second and third years 
that they emerge as potential lead- 
ers." Bcaumicr expressed 
fears that the current policy of se- 
lection of returning students to resi- 
dence had become a “popularity g 
contest". Daumier advocated a “fair ® 
policy selection package,” thato 
would take academic standing-^ 
strongly into account. "o 

Dean Gopnik pointed out that 0 
returning residents were selected 
according toapolicy “suggested by

years ago, of releasing large num- 
bers of people into the community 
so that these people could relocate 
their lifestyles. 

“However, patients suffering 
from severe depression, anxiety 
and personality disorders arc often 
released within four days of admit- 
tance into the hospital with just a 
Métro ticket and a purse full of 
pills,” she said. 

As well, many homeless women 
arc victims of wife battering or 
recently released from prison. 
"Many women have lost their jobs, 
money, belongings and arc often 
too proud to seek welfare,” said 
Forest. 

According to Spilhaus, “Single, 
homeless women under thirty are 



perhaps the worst hit category. 
They are young, inexperienced, 
sometimes with children and find it 
impossible to survive on a welfare 
cheque of $170 a month.” 

For some, surviving on welfare 
isn’t even the beginning of the 
problem. "Many women wo house 
are not aware of their right to re- 
ceive welfare or pension cheques, 
and if they are, they don’t know 
where to go for help,” said Linda 
Marshall, assistant director of the 
Salvation Army Women’s Resi- 
dence. “Shelters provide homeless 
women with an address, so that 
their welfare cheques can follow 
them." 

The Logifem project, like many 
other social services, may have 
problems with funding. Bcnoy 
stressed that most of the funds 



would have to be raised through 
individual donations and contribu- 
tions from various businesses and 
foundations. 

"Construction of Logifem’s shel- 
ter will be supported by a pro- 
gramme of mortgage interest subsi- 
dies," Bcnoy said. “We shall re- 
ceive 8 per cent of the mortgage 
from the Québec government.” 

In 1987, joint federal-provin- 
cial programmes for the Year of the 
Homeless made about $7 million 
available for homeless people in 
Montréal. “The number of home- 
less people is definitely increas- 
ing,” said Forest. 

“The money that the federal-pro- 
vincial programmes have made 
available could and should be used 
to build more government run shel- 
ters in the city.” 



“A one-sided view 
on health care ” 

To the Daily, 

I am a third year medical student 
here at McGill, and I have just fin- 
ished reading the article "Blas- 
phemy against the church of mod- 
em medicine" in your Jan. 6th is- 
sue. I am absolutely shocked that 
you can present such a one-sided 
view on so critical an issue as health 
care. I would like to take up a few of 
the points presented. 

The article quotes Mendelsohn 
as saying that medical checkups are 
dangerous and unnecessary. How 
absurd! It is a well-known fact that 
a basic physical examination is not 
only harmless, but is the most im- 
portant screening method known 
for uncovering latent, treatable dis- 
ease. I wonder just how many thou- 
sands of breast or prostate cancers 
would go unrecognized without the 
simple touch of the doctor’s fin-- 
gers. Mammography was pre- 
sented as an example of a danger- 
ous test with the statement that it 
causes more cancers than it detects. 
The present guidelines for the use 
of this lest are that it only be given 
to women over 40 or those who are 
at risk for other reasons. With these 
guidelines being followed the 



probability of a cancer being 
caused by this test is infinitesimal. 

Another aspect of medical prac- 
tice that was criticized was the use 
of prescription drugs. Yes, it is true 
that many drugs have harmful side 
effects. It is also true that without 
some of the drugs that we now have 
many people would not be alive 
today. Two simple basic examples 
are synthetic thyroid hormone and 
insulin. Furthermore, there arc 
countless drugs on the market that 
clearly alleviate the discomfort of 
patients suffering from a wide vari- 
ety of diseases. Would you wish to 
deny these people something that 
improves their quality of life? 

There was a paragraph that 
stated, and I quote, “most vaccines 
arc ineffective and potcntiallÿvcry 
dangerous. Polio vaccines are' still 
given to children toady even though 
the only known cases of polio in 
North America were contracted by 
people who were given the vac- 
cine." This is total and uuer non- 
sense. Most vaccines that arc in use 
today arc not only effective, but 
have significantly reduced morbid- 
ity and mortality due to infectious 
diseases. Furthermore, these vac- 
cines are safe in an overwhelming 
majority of people they are given 
to. The polio vaccine itself, since it 
was the example used, it is not 



residents themselves." 

New Standards for Course Out- 
lines 

Freedman also outlined new 
provisions to the existing Charter of 
Student Rights concerning course, 
outlines. “Now every instructor 
must provide every student with a 
course outline which will include a 
description of means of evaluation, 
topics to be considered for the 
course, recommended reading, of- 
fice hours and location, and a phone 
number to set up appointments with 
the professor," he said. 

However, most students already 
believe they are entitled to this 
provision, and some arc still not 
gelling what they need, including 
professors’ regular office hours 

The way departments evaluate 
their own performance will also 
change. "In most faculties the cycle 
will be completed within five years 



with a two-year hiatus in between 
each cycle to allow time for those 
reviews which were delayed to be 
completed. The next cycle will 
begin in September ’89," he said. 

Professor Conway described the 
move as, “a perfectly marvelous 
compromise,” but said, “according 
to the five year cycle there is the 
danger that we will be so busy re- 
viewing ourselves that we won’t 
have time to get on with what we 
should be doing." 

Acceptance deferred 

Also discussed was the option of 
deferred acceptance for prospec- 
tive McGill students. Freedman 
told the Senate, "The decision to 
grant deferred acceptance to 
McGill was approved on December 
2. This guarantee of a place for the 
following year will be a major 
benefit to students who take a year 
off to travel or work." 



given needlessly. Polio still exists 
in other parts of the world and there 
is no doubt that it would be im- 
ported here by travellers, and trans- 
mitted into the general population if 
we were not all vaccinated. 

Finally I would like to address' 
the death rate statistics that you 
presented. If one were to believe 
these figures as being indicative of 
the effect of modem medicine on 
mortality, it would be necessary to 
bring the medical profession to trial 
for murder. What you present is a 
statistical co-relation, not an indi- 
cation of causation. If one were to 
look into how those statistics were 
collected one would probably find 
that the numberof death certificates 
filed during the periods of the doc- 
tors strikes were counted and com- 
pared to other non-strike periods. 
You will probably not be surprised 
to discover that it is usually doctors 
who sign and file these certificates. 
Clearly, if doctors are on strike, 
they will not sign any more death 
certificates than is absolutely nec- 
essary on any given day. Is this not 
a belter explanation than to say that 
physicians are murdering people? 

You at The Daily must surely 
consider yourselves as responsible 
reporters, and you must have 
thought that you were doing the 
public a service by printing the 



aforementioned article. Neverthe- 
less, I feel it is a serious disservice- 
when only one side of an issue is 
presented. I certainly hope that this 
letter is printed in a forthcoming 
issue so that people can better j udge. 
the nature of the truth.
